AN EXTRA DOLLAR 


At the entrance or where custom- 
ers pick up their groceries from 
pushcarts outside, some chain stores 
in metropolitan areas during the 
spring planting season displayed a 
few junipers in containers one 
week, a few bales of peat moss the 
next and the following week a few 
pines in containers, priced and ready 
to be tasen home. This was seen 
at stores which did not venture to 
carry other plants or garden sup- 
plies. It was a quick way to pick up 
a few extra dollars with no addition 
to overhead. 

Of course, the practice is an old 
one and probably began when a 
druggist, decades ago, displayed a 
couple of boxes of cigars and pack- 
ages of pipe tobacco to pick up a 
few nickels and dimes from male 
customers. Now gadgets fill most 
drugstores so that one may have 
to pass several aisles to reach the 
prescription counter. 

The practice found its way into 
the nursery business. The rose cata- 
logs a few years ago added a page 
or two of choice perennials. Other 
nursery catalogs included a page of 
house plants. Supplies naturally 
found a place in general nursery 
catalogs, some sooner, some later, 
and recently some have included 
items not even akin to the plant 


field, such as cheese, household 
gadgets, perfumes, etc. 
In recent years costs have 


climbed, whether store rent or cata- 
log postage, and in spite of self- 
service in some nursery salesyards 
and garden centers, labor rates con- 
tinue to mount. So something which 
will add an extra dollar without 
materially increasing overhead and 
labor costs is welcomed by the 
owner seeking to make a living or a 
profit from his business. How to get 
the extra dollar is for individual 
decision, depending upon locality, 
type of operation, kinds of custom-

Holly Society Meets in North Carolina 


Hollies for the South and Container Production Are Among Topics Discussed 


Unseasonably cool spring weather 
failed to dampen the enthusiasm of 
those in attendance at the 30th 
meeting of the Holly Society of 
America. Headquarters for the af- 
fair, April 12 to 14, was the Battery 
Park hotel, Asheville, N. C. A total 
of 90 members and guests was 
present for all or part of the ses- 
sions. Hollies for the south, contain- 
er growing of hollies, handling of cut 
holly and chromosome numbers in 
holly were among the program 
topics. 

The meetings got under way 
Wednesday evening, April 12, with 
informal get-togethers in the Rhodo- 
dendron and Pisgah rooms at the 
hotel. The following morning the 
visitors had optional tours to sev- 
eral of the outstanding gardens in 
the Asheville area or to inspect 
some selected Biltmore industries 
featuring weaving. After lunch the 
group boarded three buses for a 
conducted tour of the world-famous 
Biltmore house and gardens, Bilt- 
more estate, on the outskirts of 
Asheville, by Superintendent Fred J. 
Nisbet. 


Biltmore Mansion Visited 


_ The landscape setting of the man- 
sion and grounds was planned by 
Frederick Law Olmstead (1822- 
1903), master of naturalistic land- 
scape architecture in America. To 
execute his plans, Mr. Olmstead 


engaged Chauncey Delos Beadle, an

engineering and landscape gardening 
graduate from Ontario Agricultural 
College, Guelph, and Cornell Uni- 
versity, Ithaca, N. Y., in 1890. A 
Canadian by birth, Mr. Beadle 
eventually became superintendent of 
the estate and served in that post 
for more than 60 years. 

Mr. Beadle considered azaleas to 
be the finest of all American shrubs. 
For over 10 years he spent much of 
his spare time searching the swamps, 
plains and hills, from New Hamp- 
shire to Florida and from Michigan 
to Texas, for unusual or outstand- 
ing plants. These he assembled at 
his personal expense to form the 
largest and most complete collec- 
tion of native azaleas in the world. 
In 1940 he gave this collection to 
the Biltmore estate. 

The grounds surrounding the 
house became internationally famous 
under Mr. Beadle’s supervision. To 
the east of the house is an Italian 
garden with three formal pools. A 
shrub garden containing winding 
walks and extensive plantings of 
flowering shrubs and trees includes 
notable specimens of Chinese holly, 
Japanese cut-leaved maples and 
good specimens of azaleas and dog- 
woods. A 4-acre wall garden fea- 
tures espaliered trees and shrubs, 
summer bedding plants and exten- 
sive perennial borders showing color 
from February through frost. A rose 
garden includes about 5,000 plants 
of the finest varieties, while in the 


test garden, established in 1957, 
one may observe trial plantings of 
new roses from all major American 
hybridizers. The various gardens to- 
tal about 35 acres, and facilities in- 
clude a conservatory and green- 
houses to supply palms and cut flow- 
ers for the mansion as well as bed- 
ding plants for the grounds. 

An estate of some 12,000 acres 
now surrounds Biltmore house, with 
a large portion of the forest area 
granted to the federal government 
as the nucleus of the Pisgah national 
forest by Mrs. Vanderbilt after her 
husband’s death in 1914. 


After the tour of the gardens 
Dr. Nisbet escorted the members 
through the Biltmore house. The 
house and gardens are open to the 
visiting public; nearly 80,000 persons 
toured the area last year; 800 em- 
ployees work full time maintaining 
the mansion, grounds and dairy 
farms. 


Speaker Change

Four new varieties representing 
the three major rose classifications 
have been named winners of the All- 
America Rose Selections awards for 
1962, the first time in 12 years that 
the winners’ circle has been so 
crowded. Hybrid teas in the group 
are the iridescent crimson and scar- 
let Christian Dior and the chrome- 
yellow King’s Ransom; the grandi- 
flora is John S. Armstrong, a deep, 
velvety red variety, and representing 
the floribunda class is Golden Slip- 
pers, of glowing orange and gold. 

For the first time in the history of 
the awards, the introducers of the 
honored roses are planning a large- 
scale co-operative advertising cam- 
paign, which holds promise of creat- 
ing an even greater demand than 
usual for A. A. R. S. winners. The 
new roses are described more fully 
by All-America Rose Selections as 
follows: 

The flowers of Christian Dior are 
bright crimson red overlaid with an 
iridescent scarlet, which, under arti- 
ficial lighting, gives the velvety petals 
an unusual glow. Totally lacking the 
usual magenta undercolor, Christian 
Dior is perhaps the first red rose 
with a yellow base, which increases 
its brightness rather than dulling it. 

The medium large, pointed buds 
open to large, very double, high-cen- 
tered blooms of 50 to 60 petals, with 
the classic, perfectly proportioned 
hybrid tea shape. Petals roll out 
gracefully, and the color remains 
steadfast throughout the long life of 
the bloom. The tall upright plant 
produces long stems covered with 
abundant glossy foliage. 

The distinctive orange and gold 
coloring of Golden Slippers begins in 
the perfectly formed buds as a 
bright gold, marked and flushed with 
red.

Qakland Show Takes Bulkley Medal 


The Bulkley medal, America’s 
highest garden award, was given to 
the 1961 California spring garden 
and home show on display in the 
Exposition building, Oakland, Calif., 
April 22 to 30. 

Judges of the Garden Club of 
America, in making the award to 
the First District Agricultural As- 
sociation, the sponsoring group, 
stated that: 

“The theme, ‘Happy Isles,’ car- 
ried out in the Exposition building, 
with its naturalistic background, 
dramatic use of water and perfec- 
tion of plant material, presents, in 
the opinion of the judges, a har- 
monious display of extraordinary 
merit.” 

It was the first time that an en- 
tire floral exposition was given the 
award. Customarily, only individual 
exhibits are considered for the 
honor. 


Two Vacation Lands Featured 


Designer Howard Gilkey’s theme 
in the exposition arena represented 
two diverse types of “Happy Isles” 
vacationlands. One was a massive 
High Sierra landscape reminiscent 
of Yosemite, with waterfalls, giant 
redwoods and mountain lakes bor- 
dered with a profusion of rhododen- 
drons and azaleas. 

More exotic in character was the 
second theme landscape, represent- 
ing the lush Polynesian “Happy 
Isles” of the South Pacific, with or- 
chids planted in lava cliffs, tall tree 
ferns and other tropical plants. A 
softly falling water curtain, sepa-

rated this scene from the mountain 
landscape. Through it, show visitors 
had their first glimpse of the spec- 
tacular over-all panorama. 

Four acres of outdoor gardens, 
separated from the arena by a flower 
and home mart under a canvas “big 
top,’ competed with the indoor 
landscapes and emphasized practi- 
cal outdoor living ideas.

Try Bonsai as a Profitable Side Line 


Bonsai, the art of dwarfing trees, 
dates back many centuries to an- 
cient China and Japan, yet it is as 
new and modern as tomorrow. Here 
in America, individuals, clubs and 
nurseries now identify themselves 
with the bonsai idea. The unique 
beauty of a bonsai plant fits readily 
into the scheme of today’s architec- 
ture, enhancing the surroundings of 
any lovely home. 

Originally, of course, the imagina- 
tive minds and deft fingers of the 
Chinese and, especially, of the Jap- 
panese, who created the true bonsai 
plants, were not limited to produc- 
ing a finished specimen in a few 
years or, for that matter, even in a 
lifetime. The bonsai trees of the an- 
cients and even of those of today 
who practise the true art were and 
are created with an intent to span 
generations and centuries. Not at 
all uncommon are bonsai trees which 
were started in Japan long before 
_ States of America ex- 
sted. 


The Secret Is Out 


For a long time the secret of 
growing bonsai trees was closely 
guarded by Chinese and Japanese, 
but today the secret is out and the 
method can be learned through 
books, classes and clubs for all who 
are interested.

is required to keep the bonsai plants 
that they may inherit living and 
beautiful. 

But, with typical impatience, the 
American public has shown a desire 
to enjoy bonsai trees without such a 
substantial investment of time. And 
this is where nurserymen fit into the 
picture, for many of them through- 
out the country have found that 
starting bonsai trees is a profitable 
side line; some have made it a spe- 
cialty. 

Selection of the proper plants for 
bonsai treatment is the basis of any 
success to be expected. Actually, the 
plants can be any of the conifers, 
many kinds of deciduous shrubs and 
trees and even some of the vines. 





The symmetry of this 9-year pygmy 
spruce is not accidental. Hours of pains- 
taking care have gone into its shaping. 


As a group, the conifers lend them- 
selves best to bonsai treatment, and 
the short-needled pines are the best 
of all. However, any good woody 
plant which, with a little imagina- 
tion and dexterous use of the hands, 
can be given the look of a tree 
50 to 60 years old is suitable ma- 
terial. 

Japanese white pine (Pinus par- 
viflora), Japanese black pine (P. 
thunbergi), Japanese red pine (P. 
densiflora), Mugho pine (P. mugo 
mughus) and Austrian or black pine 
(P. nigra) are excellent subjects. 
Other good ones are Sargent juniper 
(Juniperus chinensis sargenti), Bos- 
ton ivy (Parthenocissus  tricuspi-

“Planted 40-odd hemlock and 
Weymouth pines near the aspen 
thicket.” So wrote Thomas Jefferson 
in his garden book, April 6, 1804. 
Weymouth is the British name for 
our eastern white pine. 

This quotation was taken from the 
bulletin dated July 1, 1942, of 
Charles F. Jenkins, who regularly 
released a publication about his 
Hemlock Arboretum near German- 
town, Pa., until his death on July 2, 
1951. The quotation was sent by 
Prof. Edwin M. Betts, of the Uni- 
versity of Virginia. 

Mr. Jenkins was not only inter- 
ested in hemlocks, but spread un- 
usual bits of information about these 
truly attractive narrow-leaved ever- 
greens through his publication from 
“Far Country,” the name his chil- 
dren gave to the Germantown home, 
with its lawn and many trees. At 
that time Germantown was rural and 
seemed a long way from the Jenkins 
family home at Philadelphia, from 
which they journeyed on week-ends 
and vacation periods, 

Because of such gentlemen as Mr. 
Jenkins, John Swartley, Henry Hoh- 
man, Valleau Curtis, Ralph W. Cur- 
tis and others, plant groups like 
hemlocks are beginning to find their 
rightful place in the American land- 
scape. Several good variations are 
slowly becoming known, but are not 
grown in quantity. 

After visiting Curtis Nurseries, 
Callicoon, N. Y., I became interested

ings where shade is a problem for 
other shrubs and trees. This is true 
where hemlocks have been a bit diffi- 
cult to grow. The root competition 
of a nearby maple can be trouble- 
some, as it is for other noncompeti- 
tive plants. Full sun is no problem 
for hemlocks in the right exposure 
and soil. 

One of the commonest uses of 
Canadian hemlock is as a hedge, 
whether it be restrained at five feet 
or allowed to reach 20. When a fine 
texture is needed, the hemlock hedge 
can be a welcome addition. 

The hemlock screen or hedge 
shown in illustration A has been a 
joy to its owner for about eight 
years and appears to be good for 
many more. Even in the winter, as 
can be seen in illustration B, the 
hedge is interesting, snow and all. 


Combinations and Uses 


There are many things that can 
be done with a hemlock hedge. If it 
is used with a yew the contrast is 
pleasing. This is particularly true 
when the yew is a capitata form or 
any other whose branching is more 
horizontal than vertical. I do not 
mean to suggest that the yew be 
intermixed with the hemlock, but 
that several yews follow a continu- 
ous planting of hemlocks. 

Another mixing possibility is the 
addition of either European or 
American beech, or the American or 
European hornbeam, and again the 
combining brings the best result 
when one is a continuation of the 
other, or one hedge butts against the 
other—possibly at right angles. 

An interesting treatment that I 
observed was the use of plume false 
cypress as a hedge in combination 
with Canadian hemlock. It was truly 
workable, even with an occasional

yellow variation of false cypress 
foliage showing. 

The background for a feature 
such as appears in illustration C can, 
and often should, be a graceful, fine- 
textured hemlock. Azaleas and hem- 
locks make a pleasant, natural-look- 
ing combination. 

The entrance in illustration D, 
where an opening separates two hem- 
locks, is inviting, but does not de- 
mand attention. Hemlocks suggest a 
quiet entrance and avoid the sol- 
dierly regimentation of a couple of 
clipped arborvitaes. 

The cones or fruits are not of any 
exceptional landscape value, but 
neither do they detract from the 
plants’ appearance. The small cones 
of Canadian hemlock, shown in il- 
lustration E, are not much broader 
than the index finger in the photo- 
graph. Carolina hemlock cones are 
slightly larger. 

The one variation of Tsuga cana- 
densis that is grown and used more 
than any other is the Sargent hem- 
lock, sometimes also listed as Sar- 
gent weeping hemlock or weeping 
hemlock (Tsuga canadensis pen- 
dula). This is truly one of the regal 
narrow-leaved evergreens. 


Interesting History 


In addition to a fine appearance, 
the Sargent hemlock has an interest- 
ing history. Having spent parts of 
several years near Beacon, N. Y., | 
have heard the story of the plant’s 
origin told more than once by the 
older residents of the town, which 
was the home of the man who dis- 
covered the weeping hemlock — 
General Joseph Howland. 

General Howland lived on the 
hilltop on one side of what was 
known then as Fishkill Landing, 
now Beacon, which is about 10 


miles down the Hudson river from 
Poughkeepsie. On the other side of 
the town lived a plantsman, Henry 
Winthrop Sargent. His home was 
also on a hilltop. These two men, 
General Howland and Mr. Sargent, 
were friends and used to flash mes- 
sages to one another across the 
foliaged valley that lay between the 
two hilltops. 

General Howland found four of 
these weeping hemlocks on the hill- 
side of Mount Beacon, and they 
were brought down. This occurred 
immediately following the Civil 
War, somewhere between 1865 and 
1870. Because of the general’s great 
respect for Mr. Sargent, he named it 
after him. 

One of the original plants is now 
located at the entrance to the How- 
land home, which is still standing at 
Beacon. Where the other three weep- 
ing hemlocks are, I do not know, but 
perchance a reader may. 

This fountain of green, fine-tex- 
tured foliage is usually much broad- 
er than it is high, as indicated by 
the specimen shown in illustration F. 


Hemlocks Are Thesis Subject 


John Swartley wrote a thesis in 
1939 for a master of science degree 
at Cornell University on “Canada 
Hemlock and Its Variations.” Mr. 
Swartley states that in 1876 several 
plants were shown at the Philadel- 
phia Centennial Exposition, creating 
a sensation among horticulturists. 
He goes on to say that in 1879 the 
new and much-admired weeper had 
found its way first into Parsons & 
Sons Nursery, Flushing, N. Y., and 
then into the catalogs of other nurs- 
erymen. 

The Parsons nursery was one of 
the real pioneer nurseries in the

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Propagators’ Panels o 
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Stock Blocks and Mulching Materials 


Panel discussions on stock blocks 
and mulching materials opened the 
second day’s program of the Plant 
Propagators Society annual conven- 
tion at Cleveland, O., held last De- 
cember. A report of the tour of 
nurseries, the business sessions and 
the banquet appeared in an earlier 
issue. Serving as moderator of the 
first panel, titled “Establishment and 
Maintenance of Stock Blocks,” was 
Jack Hill, D. Hill Nursery Co., Dun- 
dee, Ill., who defined a stock block 
as a group of plants set aside for a 
source of propagating wood. 


Opening the talks, Dr. F. L. S. 
O’Rourke, department of horticul- 
ture, Michigan State University, 
East Lansing, stated that the site 
for stock plants grown for softwood 
cuttings should be convenient to the 
greenhouse so that collections could 
be made frequently when the wood 
is in just the right condition. On the 
other hand, plants grown as a source 
of seeds, scion wood or hardwood 
cuttings may be grown wherever 
there is space available. Neither the

When two or 
more scions are grafted in the limbs 
of a large tree, their identity is often 
lost, and the wrong variety of bud- 
wood may be collected. 


Heavy Pruning Best 


Severe pruning not only keeps the 
plant in a vegetative state, but in- 
duces sprouting from near the base 
of the tree. Cuttings and scions from 
these shoots usually root or unite to 
a greater degree than from wood 
taken from the upper branches. This 
physiological condition of the tissues

IOWA VIABILITY LAW 








A bill termed a viability law, or, © 
commonly, dead tree law, which had | 


been sponsored by the Iowa Nurs- 
erymen’s Association, was recently 


passed by the Iowa state legislature. | 


Its effect will be to authorize nurs- 
ery inspectors to inspect stock for 
viability as well as for insects and 
diseases. 

Wording of the bill is as follows: 

**** No nursery stock dealer shall sell, 
offer for sale or distribute 
products by any method, or under any 
circumstances or condition, which have 
the capacity and tendency or effect of 
deceiving purchasers or prospective cus

tomers as to quantity, size, grade, kind, | 
species, age, maturity, viability, condition, | 


vigor, hardiness, number of times trans- 
planted, growth ability, growth charac- 
teristics, rate of growth or time required 
before flowering or fruiting, price, origin

material respect. 

When, under the provisions of this act 
it becomes necessary for the state ento- 
mologist to verify sizes and grades of 
nursery stock, or either of them, he shall 
use as his guide the “American Standard 
for Nursery Stock” as revised and ap- 
proved by the American Standards As 
sociation, Inc. **** 


Under Iowa law the state ento- 
mologist can now write his own rules 
as to proper methods of handling, 
etc. In view of the fact that there

Comments on Business Man

STERN PRICE FACTS 


Nearing the end of one selling 
season and approaching the begin- 
ning of the next, nurserymen should 
give serious consideration to their 
prices. I do not think that any nurs- 
eryman questions the necessity of 
raising prices to offset constantly 
increasing costs in all phases of the 
business. Many nurserymen have 
told me that they are doing more 
business but making less money. In 
other words, they are working hard- 
er for less pay. It is not only the 
smaller, less well-established nurs- 
eries that are flying distress signals 
today; some of the larger and 
older firms are encountering rough 
weather, also. 

I fear this is a situation for which 
we nurserymen are ourselves large- 
ly responsible. We say we cannot 
raise prices for the pointless reason 
“It can’t be done.” We fear that 
we will lose our customers if we 
ask fair prices; our competitors will 
receive all of the business. 

One would have difficulty naming 
even a few industries in which 
prices have not advanced during 
the past few years far more, per- 
centagewise, than those of the 
nursery business. The consumers 
are not happy about these price in- 
creases, but they have learned to 
expect them. If a substantial seg- 
ment of the leaders in the nursery 
industry were to take the initiative 
and raise prices, it is more than 
likely the more timid operators 
would welcome the move and fol- 
low suit. 


Wage Push 


There is little doubt that this 
Congress will raise the minimum 
wage effective under the federal 
wage and hour law. Furthermore, 
the coverage will be extended to in- 
clude large numbers of workers, 
possibly several million, not now 
covered by the provisions of the law. 
Many nurserymen who believe that 
the law does not apply to them may 
find to their sorrow that they are 
mistaken. This already has been the 
experience of not a few. When this 
happens, the victim has not only to 
increase the minimum wages paid 
to at least a portion of his em- 
ployees, but he has also to pay a lot 
of back wages. This can be a dis-

Upturn Will Give Opportunity 


Businessmen are told that the re. 
cession has been halted and that a 
period of improved business js 
starting and should be well under 
way by the beginning of the fall 
season. If this be true, the time is 
opportune to raise nursery stock 
prices. It would have been easier to 
do it three or four years ago, when 
business was booming, but the in- 
dustry muffed that opportunity. It 
is fortunate the recession was mild 
and of short duration. Had it been 
protracted, the nursery _ business 
might have suffered more severely. 
Reduced volume of business, fixed 
overhead and too-low prices would 
have been a disastrous combination. 
Now nurserymen are being given a 
reprieve, during which they can 
build their defenses, mainly a real- 
istic price structure. It can be done.

COOL SPRING 


The behavior of plants in response 
to different weather is of continued 
interest. This year, after a severe 
winter, there were a few warm days 
about March 1 and then six weeks 
of quite cool, rainy weather. The few 
warm days started the flower buds 
of a few plants like red maples, for- 
sythia and weeping cherries; then 
they developed more slowly than I 
have ever seen them do. In the fol- 
lowing six weeks, the red maple flow- 
ers lasted almost the whole period: 
the forsythia was at least two weeks 
opening its flowers and then, when 
opened, stayed fresh until the mid- 
dle part of April. Other years, I 
have seen forsythia past blooming by 
the middle part of March. The weep- 
ing cherry, beautiful as it is, always 
seems such a transient thing; this 
year the buds were at least three 
weeks in opening, and then the flow- 
ers stayed attractive another three 
weeks, before beginning to shatter. 

Plants that bloom in the period 
just after these hardly seemed to ad- 
vance or develop at all, with the ex- 
ception of the flowering quinces, an- 
dromeda, the few buds of Camellia 
japonica that survived the winter, 
the plums and the pears. Of course, 
a lot of the plants will come out and 
bloom rapidly if there are a few days 
of warm weather. 





COLD STORAGE LINERS 


The use of refrigerated storage of 
nursery stock is a fairly recent inno- 
vation and has a number of advan- 
tages. It enables the grower to dig 
earlier and ship his plants dormant 
over a longer period, even quite late 
in the spring or early summer. How- 
ever, I have noticed that plants so 
held are really dormant and seem to 
be quite slow in breaking that dor- 
mancy. 

I have in recent years received 
some shipments that have obviously 
been so treated and when ordered 
early enough for regular dormant- 
season shipping have produced rath- 
er disappointing results. When prop- 
erly lined out, these plants may wait 
as long as four to six weeks before 
starting to grow and then will grow 
perhaps only half as much the first 
season as plants treated the regular 
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‘holesalers who use refriger- 
rage might keep this in mind 
customers’ best interest.

humid winter. The box plants suf- 
fered from badly split leaves, because 
they were as turgid as they could 
get. It is difficult to say that sprayed 
plants suffered more then the others, 
but it is obvious that the extra re- 
tention of water in the leaves was 
not desirable. 





DEODAR CEDAR SEEDS 


Cedrus deodara has always been 
of considerable interest to my firm, 
and it grows a number. Some old 
trees along the driveway are now a 
source of seeds, so that a better idea 
of the plant’s behavior in more nat- 
ural conditions can be obtained. 

Last fall these trees had a fine crop 
of cones, and a good supply of seeds 
was collected; still, many were left 
on the trees. These cones shattered 
during the winter, and the seeds scat- 
tered under the trees and on the 
nearby lawn. Shortly after they fell, 
there were up to 12 inches of snow 
on the ground and six weeks of cold 
weather. When the snow melted at

FLOWERS ON STAMPS 


Anyone who collects stamps show- 
ing trees or flowers apparently 
there are such specialists among 
philatelists—will find much help in 
a new reference book, ‘Flowers and 
Botanical Subjects on Stamps,” a 
164-page, illustrated, spiral-bound 
publication just issued by the Ameri- 
can Topical Association, Milwaukee, 
Wis., priced at $6, but offered at the 
introductory price of $5 for a limited 
time. The book comprises check lists 
by English and Latin names of the 
various forms of plant life, including 
flowers, fruits,” trees, vegetables, 
ferns, seaweed, etc.; a cross-reference 
list by countries issuing the postage 
stamps; an index by English family 
names and major plant forms, and a 
bibliography of philatelic botany. 





LANDSCAPE ARCHITECTURE 


Forcefully presenting the critical 
and stimulating ideas of the author, 
“Landscape Architecture: The Shap- 
ing of Man’s Natural Environment,” 
just published by F. W. Dodge Corp., 
at $12.75, is the edited accumulation 
of notes of John Ormsbee Simonds 
in his years as instructor in landscape 
design and urban and regional plan- 
ning at Carnegie Institute of Tech- 
nology. Holding a master’s degree in 
landscape architecture from Harvard 
University, the author is a partner 
of Simonds & Simonds, Pittsburgh, 
and of Collins, Simonds & Simonds, 
Washington, D. C. He is vice-presi- 
dent of the American Society of 
Landscape Architects and has twice 
traveled around the world gathering 
information on his subject. 

This is a book of ideas, criticisms 
and experiences, meant to be read 
by the thoughtful landscape archi- 
tect, as well as by the student who 
aspires to become one. It is far from 
an ordinary textbook or practical 
book of instruction. It is a handsome 
volume of 244 pages, 834x115 
inches, illustrated by 200  photo- 
graphs, line drawings and sketches. 
The text, in large type, runs down 
the right two thirds of each page, 
and the margin at the left is occupied 
by sketches and quotations from a 
variety of sources, chiefly books on 
architecture and design, but also es- 
says and the like. These quotations 
and sketches, like the excellent photo- 
graphic reproductions, reinforce or 
amplify the accompanying thoughts 
of the writer. 


Critical of the disdain of nature 
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and seeming contempt for topog- 
raphy in modern planning, the au- 
thor asserts that “modern man thinks 
with his bulldozer, plans with his 30- 
yard carry-all.” He outlines the land- 
scape procedure from the selection 
of the site to the completed project, 
and undertakes to explain what is 
sensitive, sensible landscape _plan- 
ning. His years of practice, study and 
travel enable him to offer a thought- 
provoking presentation of his chosen 
subject. 





ROCK GARDEN HANDBOOK 


A revised issue of its “Handbook 
on Rock Gardens,” illustrated with 
over 130 halftone reproductions and 
line drawings, has been presented by 
the Brooklyn Botanic Garden. 

Fifteen authorities have covered 
such topics as choosing the proper 
location, fitting the rock garden into 
the landscape, designing it to suit the 
environment, selecting and placing 
the rocks and providing proper grow- 
ing conditions. 

Instructions are given for building 
wall gardens and the use of walls 
in numerous ways around the home 
grounds. Suitable wall plants are 
listed by color. 

The 96-page handbook contains a 
descriptive list of 60 rock plants 
recommended for beginners. Single 
copies are available for $1 from the 
Brooklyn Botanic Garden, Brooklyn 
29, N. Y.

is generally termed juvenility, as it 
responds similarly to that of young 
seedling trees. The juvenile condi- 
tion may be maintained for many 
years by drastic and frequent prun- 
ing. 

It is highly desirable everywhere, 
and in some states legally necessary, 
to maintain propagative wood in a 
virus - free condition. Although vi- 
ruses are spread in several ways, the 
commonest ones are by insect vectors 
or through propagative methods. 
Thus, isolated plantings, frequent 
spraying and even screened houses 
are sometimes used to protect the 
stock plants. 


Indexing Useful 


In conclusion, Dr. O’Rourke said 
that propagators should consult with 
plant pathologists before they bring 
plant material into their stock blocks 
from outside sources. Many varieties 
of plants do not show visible symp- 
toms, but still carry the viruses latent 
in their tissues. Fortunately, there

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Materials and Methods of Applica- 
tion.” Harvey Gray, Long Island 
Agricultural and Technical Institute, 
Farmingdale, N. Y., was the first 
member of the panel to comment. 
He stated that there are numerous 
materials commonly used as mulches 
and referred the audience to a hand- 
book on mulches issued by the 
Brooklyn Botanic Garden, Brooklyn, 
N. Y. He said that mulches gener- 
ally control weeds, conserve water 
and control soil temperature. Heavy 
soils often do not require mulches, 
which may increase the moisture in 
the soil. Mr. Gray also questioned 
the need of mulching lining-out beds. 

Case Hoogendoorn, Newport, 
R. L, reported on some practical 
aspects of using mulches. He stated 
that sawdust and chips take nitro- 
ven from the soil and peat moss is 
too costly and tends to float off to 
lower areas during heavy rains. Mr. 
Hoogendoorn prefers to use sugar 
cane for a mulch; it keeps soil loose 
and free of weeds, is slow in deteri- 
oration and promotes better plant 
growth. He uses it on all his plants 
in beds, chopping it up with a corn 
cutter. A coarse cutting, one to one 
and one-fourth inches long, is used 
for evergreens, and one-half inch or 
less for small seedlings. He obtains 
60 to 70 per cent weed control with 
the sugar cane mulch at a consid- 
erable saving of labor. The material 
does not mat with a high moisture 
content in the soil. Thick piling is 
not recommended. 


Seasonal Mulching 


Dr. R. O. Miller, department of 
horticulture, Ohio agricultural ex- 
periment station, Wooster, the final 
member of the panel to speak, stated 
that mulching materials are used for 
various purposes. Summer mulch is 
used for weed control, for conserv- 
ing moisture to aid in the lowering 
of soil temperatures and to improve 
soil structure and aeration. Nitrogen 
is added to some mulches during the 
summer. 


In contrast, winter mulches are 
generally used for insulation against 
alternating freezing and thawing. 
Snow is an ideal mulch, but it is 
not available in all locations. A good 
winter mulch should be loose and 
dry.

Aster Yunnanensis 


A Missouri reader asks for a note 
on the Asiatic composite, Aster yun- 
nanensis Napsbury, before he puts 
much money and time into it. He has 
seen it a few times, admired its 
beauty and believes there is a place 
for it in his area if it is hardy and 
not too difficult to grow. 

Although I have not grown Naps- 
bury, I had the species A. yunnanen- 
sis in my trials several times in the 
1930’s and found it not reliably 
hardy at latitude 45 degrees north; 
however, I am told that it is perfectly 
hardy in southern Michigan and I 
have several reports of the hardiness 
of Napsbury in that section, northern 
Indiana, northern Ohio and western 
New York. I should expect, then, 
that it would be reliable in Missouri. 
In my trials, it (yunnanensis) was 
hardier than A. frikarti. 

Hearsay evidence about the plant 
goes something like this: It grows 
to a height of 30 inches, producing 
large (to about three inches across), 
deep blue flowers, broad of petal and 
fragrant and of long-lasting quality, 
commencing in May and continuing 
into July. That should make it a 
good cut flower as well as a good gar- 
den plant. If it is anything like the 
parent, yunnanensis, it should be 
easy of cultivation. Propagation from 
divisions should be rapid enough for 
most purposes. 


Thoughts on the Navelworts~_ 


The genus omphalodes of borage 
family, closely related to the forget- 
me-nots, is composed of about 25 
species, few of which are known to 
any extent to American gardeners. 
It just might be possible that we of 
nurseries are largely to be blamed 
for this neglect, and it may be that 
a showing of one or two in display 
gardens could create a little interest 
in them.

first two kinds. Where hardy, it 
should be a splendid ornament for a 
moist spot in shade. 

I believe that there is little use to 
discuss O. luciliae, from sheer cliffs 
high in the mountains of Asia Minor, 
because it seems to be too tempera- 
mental for eastern United States. 
I have tried it repeatedly under all 
the conditions recommended for it 
in the literature, but have had little 
success to report for all that work. 
Using Farrer’s prescription with suc- 
cess, one will have the utmost in crev- 
ice plants, but do not put too much 
hope in the outcome of the venture. 

His recommendation follows: “The 
aim of this fairy’s need (though oc- 
casionally in some gardens it may be 
otherwise suited), is a light, yet rich, 
loam, half filled with mortar rubble 
and lime chips, so arranged upon the 
rockwork as to have the most per- 
fect drainage and the fullest sun, yet 
without being parched or parboiled. 
It is so that the plant, a true crevice 
lover, forms enormous bushy masses 
of its lovely glaucous foliage, long 
and waxy blue and smooth, oval 
pointed, in the sheer wall... de- 
lighting those inhospitable rocks 
with abundant loose sprays of its 
round, blank-looking flat flowers in 
the most delicate pearly tones of 
pale porcelain blue or sun-kissed 
snowy rose.” If one can do that, he 
has something that is denied most 
gardeners; if not, he has his “labor 
for his pains.” 

Rather than stop with that dis- 
couraging note, examine the little 
Portuguese annual, O. linifolia, a 
willing little thing of 10 inches or so 
with narrow, gray leaves and white 
flowers during summer and autumn. 
If plans are to sell the plants from 
small pots, start them early. It is 
an annual of much value in varied 
garden roles.

If I understand the situation, one 
will be getting the plant offered in 
England under label of H. elata 
when one finds the true thing known 
in this country as H. fortunei gigan- 
tea. It is not easily located. 


Cheiranthus Alpinus 


The small crossflowers, including 
cheiranthus, erysimum and mal- 
comia, are so confused in the litera- 


ture that it is little wonder the 
entire lot is ignored by many gar- 
deners. That cannot be the reason 
for neglect of the little Laplander, 
Cheiranthus alpinus, though, for it 
has consistently remained in that 
pigeonhole of the systematists. And 
that is what one should look for 
when in search of the little charmer. 

As seeds of the plant are usually 
available, there should be no trouble 
trying it out on customers. Many 
will like it, I am sure, because of 
its landscape value, especially when 


planted in association with blue 
flowers of its season. As I recall it 
now, the idea of planting it in con- 
nection with blue-flowered plants 
came to me from one of Gertrude 
Jekyll’s garden books in which she 
spoke of its beauty when planted 
with Lithospermum prostratum. I 
am too far north to keep lithosper- 
mum for any length of time (it may 
go through a mild winter if watched 
and protected between the passing 
of its winter snow blanket and the 
coming of frostless nights, but it can-

not be depended upon this far north, 
However, the association of the pres. 
ent plant with other blue flowers 
of spring has given me much pieasure 
through the years. 

The plant comes from Norway 
and Lapland, it is said, where ii adds 
cheer to a bleak spring landscape 
by a prodigious production of its 
pale yellow flowers soon after spring 
arrives. In gardens here it is found 
following the same schedule by light- 
ing up the spring scene with its 
heartening performance. In my trials 
it took kindly to the weather at 45 
degrees north latitude and to light, 
sandy soil. It did not, however, at- 
tain here the stature of one foot, 
ascribed to it in the “Standard Cy- 
clopedia of Horticulture.” That size 
is probably only attainable in rich 
soil. Here, it seldom, exceeded six 
inches, but that did not detract from 
its landscape value. 


Giant Skunk Cabbage 


In a recent letter, an Oregon 
friend spoke so enthusiastically about 
the giant skunk cabbage, Lysichitum 
americanum, that I was prompted 
to look up my notes on the plant, 
and I found one back in 1935 which 
may serve as an introduction of a 
worthy plant to present readers. I 
give it, in part, as follows: Rarest of 
bog plants, so far as gardeners are 
concerned, is the giant skunk cab- 
bage of the Pacific northwest, Ly- 
sichitum americanum. It was at one 
time considered the same thing as 
the Asiatic L. camtschatcense, but 
modern botanists have separated the 
two. Among other differences, the 
American plant has yellow spathes 
and green fruits, while the Asiatic 
representative has white spathes. I 
can say nothing about the Asiatic 
plant, for I never saw it, but the 
native one, judging from the plants 
which I had under observation dur- 
ing the past few years in the estate 
garden of a client, shows many pos- 
sibilities for eastern gardeners, es- 
pecially here in the north. 

It throws up its spadix surrounded 
by a yellow spathe in early spring, 
sometimes in April here, and, as the 
spathe shrivels, immense leaves as 
much as three feet long and a foot 
wide appear. The dimensions of the 
leaves are, of course, usually much 
less than these figures, but I believe 
that a well-grown plant may exceed 
these dimensions. Seeds germinate 
quite readily, and the plant seems 
not difficult in a bog.

Panel Evaluates 
Blueberries for 
Northeast Areas 


A feature of the small fruit work- 
ers’ conference held last year was 
a panel discussion on blueberry va- 
rieties for the northeastern part of 
the United States. After the panel 
members had presented their com- 
ments on the favorable and unfavor- 
able characteristics of the newer va- 
rieties, the desirability of discarding 
many of the older varieties was dis- 
cussed. Comments were then solicit- 
ed from the floor. 

Serving on the panel were the 
following: G. M. Darrow, collabora- 
tor, and D. M. Scott, horticulturist, 
crops research division, agricultural 
research service, United States De- 
partment of Agriculture; J. N. 
Moore, horticulturist, New Jersey 
agricultural experiment station, and 
E. M. Meader, horticulturist, New 
Hampshire experiment station. 

After the discussion, conclusions 
were presented by the panel and 
agreed upon by the general group 
as follows: 

A. “Big seven” varieties recommended 
for preference (listed in sequence for 
ripening ) : 

Earliblue — Large, sweet, hardy; not 
productive enough and does not stool 
enough for general use in Michigan. 

Collins—Large, sweet, hardy, new, like 
Earliblue but five days later and more 
promising in Michigan. 

Blueray—Large, high-flavored, vigor- 
cus, very hardy, sweet when blue; clusters 
may be too tight for mechanical har- 
vesting. 

Bluecrop—Large, good tart flavor, 
hardy, dependable cropper; tart in north 
for about 10 days after turning blue. 

Berkeley—Large, lightest blue, sweet 
when blue; less hardy than Bluecrop and 
Blueray; some fruit drop. 

Herbert—Largest, highest flavor, very 
hardy, dark, tart in north for 10 days 
after turning blue; skin somewhat tender 
for distant shipment; dwarf grower in 
farthest north. 

Coville—Large, very good tart flavor 
10 days after turning blue; week later 
than Jersey in Michigan. 

B. Varieties for special purposes: 

Jersey is dependable in Michigan, sweet 
when blue, ripens over long period, but 
is less dependable in New Jersey and 
New England. Herbert and Coville are 
Superior in flavor . 

Pemberton has a place in the home 
garden and for ‘“pick-your-own’’ fields, 
and is very vigorous and productive, but 
the scar is too wet -for general market. 

Concord is still liked in New Hamp- 
shire and is hardy in the southern part of 
New England. 

C. Varieties that should not be propa- 
gated and planted, since larger new ones 
named are superior: 

Pioneer—Bluecrop much larger, bluer, 
better scar, less disease.

The two insect sprays were dis- 
cussed by John T. Wickenden, sales 
representative, Ortho division, Cali- 
fornia Chemical Co., Richmond.

per cent. The larger the volume of 
business, the easier it is to conduct 
business on a smaller margin of gross 
profit. 


Broader Inventory Base 


All should strive to broaden the in- 
ventory base; i. e., selling seasonal 
items, such as patio furniture, swim- 
ming pool supplies and Christmas 
trees, and related items, such as pet 
supplies, lawn mowers and flowers, 

An aggressive advertising program 
is the key to drawing customers from 
throughout the metropolitan area, as 
distance is no barrier to customers 
with today’s high-speed freeways. 

Volume buying permits the offer- 
ing of lowest prices to consumers, at 
the same time maintaining legitimate 
gross profit. Smaller nurseries can 
take advantage of co-operative buy- 
ing. 

Standardization of plant materials 
is desirable but difficult to maintain, 
due to supply and demand factors. 
Efficient legal enforcement of stand- 
ards under the present system of pro- 
duction was questioned by the group. 

The nurseryman must be con- 
stantly aware of the physical facili- 
ties of his establishment, providing 
ample parking areas, displaying at- 
tractive signs and maintaining an in- 
viting and clean store and salesyard. 
The nurseryman must be psychologi- 
cally certain that he has the best 
product, information and service to

TENNESSEE MARKETING 


Outstanding among the recent 
publications prepared with govern- 
ment funds in behalf of the nursery 
industry is “The Management and 
Marketing Procedures and Practices 
of Tennessee Nurserymen Dealing 
in Ornamental Plants for Landscap- 
ing,” a 68-page, paper-bound vol- 
ume prepared by Tennessee Poly- 
technic Institute under the research 
grant program of the Small Business 
Administration. It can be obtained 
from S. B. A. field offices or from 
the Small Business Administration, 
Washington 25, D. C. 

The director was Dr. Ewart B. 
Knight, and the project director 
was Louis Johnson, Jr. It is illus- 
trated by several typical scenes of 
nurseries and nursery products; it 
concludes with a short bibliography 
and contains a list of the 103 Ten- 
nessee nurserymen who co-operated 
by furnishing the data upon which 
the study was based, with the ad- 
vice of D. P. Henegar, executive 
secretary of the Tennessee Nursery- 
men’s Association. 

This book is worthy to take a 
place as an instruction source for 
those wishing to enter the nursery 
business or to study its method of 
operations and, if the reader is a 
nurseryman, to improve his own. 

After an introductory chapter on 
the scope of the problem, a chapter 
outlines the nature of the businesses 
visited, of which 54 of the 103 are 
operating on a 70 per cent whole- 
sale basis. The data on location, 
ownership, acreage, buildings, sales 
volume and similar matters are 
largely those pertaining to Tennes- 
see, but undoubtedly have their 
parallel in some other states, though 
not all. 

The chapter devoted to nursery 
management, such as location, prac- 
tices, labor records and financing, 
offers a cross-section of nursery in- 
dustry experience wherever located. 
Similarly the marketing procedures 
and practices discussed in chapter 4 
are rather general, though the char- 
acter of the stock grown and sold is 
of geographical character. But the 
observations of co-operating nurs- 
erymen point out procedures and 
possibilities for improvement by 
those seeking them. 

The objective of the book, of 
course, is to be helpful to enter- 
prises such as are served by the 
Small Business Administration, 
which provided the funds.

stores and retail nursery yards each 
sold a little over one fourth of the 
plants, seeds and bulbs purchased. 
Garden supply stores led in the sales 
of fertilizers and other supplies, but 
trailed in sales of power equipment. 

Owners of new homes made half 
the purchases, larger in size than 
the owners of older homes, who 
were more numerous. Expenditures 
ranged in accordance with the value 
of home and size of income, but in 
reverse in the matter of age.

highest award in the class for gar- 
den design, with structural empha- 
sis, went to the Green Tree nurs- 
ery, El Verano, Sonoma county. 
The Orchard Nursery, Lafayette, 
was second, and the California As- 
sociation of Nurserymen, third. 

In its outdoor garden, Orchard 
Nursery showed a rustic patio, with 
a structure covered with redwood 
bark. Rhododendrons were planted 
around a pool. Maples and dog- 
woods added interest to the back- 
ground, and rocks were well used 
in the scene. In the Exposition 
building, Orchard Nursery featured 
African violets.

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beauty and value when placed in 
the wrong container. The plant and 
the container complement each 
other when selection of both has 
been carefully contemplated. The 
weathered, ancient look of the plant 
must carry through into the con- 
tainer. 

Best for this purpose is shallow, 
dark brown, unglazed pottery. Fit 
the plant to the container. Earthen- 
ware bowls with exterior glaze are 
also acceptable. As to shape, the 
bowl may be round, oblong or hexa- 
gonal; whatever “fits” the plant at 
hand best. Bowls with drainage 
holes are best and even necessary 
when the plants will be in the open 
in rainy weather. If containers with- 
out drainage holes are used, within- 
the-bowl drainage must be supplied 
with gravel, broken crocks, etc. 

When the plant is readied for the 
bonsai container, disturb as little of 
the root hair as possible, but prune 
off all damaged, broken and spindly- 
looking roots. It may also be neces- 
sary to prune more of the root struc- 
ture to get the plant into the con- 
tainer properly, but do so sparingly. 

Press the plant firmly into position 
in the section of the container where 
you want it to grow. Use fingers or 
a dibble stick to tamp the soil 
around all the roots and to eliminate

air pockets around the edges of the 
bowl.

Prune to a Plan 


A definite design or effect must 
be in mind before any part of the 
plant is removed; you cannot re- 
place a mistakenly pruned branch. 
From 60 to 75 per cent of the twigs 
and needles on most conifers need 
to be removed to give the bonsai 
plants you are grooming a light and 
airy appearance. 

If you are one of the old school 
which believes that a conifer should 
not be pruned or that the inside of

The daily care of any plant is 
important, but with bonsai plants 
it is a bit more critical. Much of 
the success of the daily care depends 
upon the kind of soil which has 
been used in the containers. A half 
and half mixture (approximately) 
of sand and light loam is best for 
conifers, plus a little peat moss or 
leaf mold. The deciduous plants 
should have a soil which is about 
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big savings

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duty work. You get from gh 
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y one-fourth sand, one-fourth ground 


leaf mold or peat moss and one-half 
medium loam. 

After planting, the bonsai plant 
should be well watered and then 
sprinkled daily to keep the soil 
moist until the plant is adjusted to 
its new surroundings. Shelter it from 
the sun and wind during this period. 
Then gradually expose it to normal 
growing conditions for the plant in 
question. Do not risk damage to the 
plant by overexposure too soon. 

Syringe and water your plants 
each day, using a fine sprinkler or 
a fine low-pressure spray from the 
hose. This will keep the foliage dust 
free and the soil moist. Water in 
the early morning to prevent the 
foliage from burning. On hot days 
it is sometimes necessary to water 
bonsai plants twice daily, due to the 
shallow soil. You must learn to 
apply good judgement to the water- 
ing of bonsai plants, neither over- 
doing it nor causing the plants to 
suffer from drought. 

Remember, these are outdoor 
plants and, as such, should be kept 
outside, except for an occasional 
day or two. Being inside any longer 
than this is likely to affect them ad- 
versely. Where winters are severe, 
place a mulch around the containers 
during the winter to prevent root 
damage to exposed roots. 

Using either diluted fish emulsion 
or liquid manure, feed the bonsai 
plants in March or April, again in 
June and once more later in the 
summer. You are not likely to have 
insect or disease problems with 
them. The daily syringing will help 
to control this. Should insect pests 
appear, use a good spray. 

Be sure that none of your bonsai 
plants is sold until you are certain 
that it will suffer no after-effects 
from the root prunings and other 
pruning. Then remind your retail 
customers that a bonsai plant is an 
outdoor plant, not an indoor plant. 
It is ideal for the patio, terrace or 
other outdoor location. Call atten- 
tion of retailers to the importance 
of watering and other care for bon- 
sai plants.

Nurserymen and lawn seedsmen 
have similar problems, one being 
that the increase of mass marketing 
outlets has failed to have a salutary 
effect on the quality of some of the 
trade’s products sold. Another prob- 
lem which they face together is the 
need of reaching a larger part of 
the potential market for their prod- 
ucts. Also important is the fact that 
research institutions throughout the 
country are making known to the 
public pertinent data learned. These 
introductory observations were made 
by Dr. Robert W. Schery, director 
of the Better Lawn and Turf In- 
stitute, Marysville, O., in a talk 
entitled “Lawns—Preparation and 
Maintenance,” at the ninth annual 
Connecticut nurserymen’s short 
course held earlier this year at the 
University of Connecticut, Storrs. 

Dr. Schery continued by stating 
that what the trade has to sell now, 
in addition to seeds, is knowledge. 
He believes that the person who buys 
a bag of grass seeds is not interested 
in the seeds themselves, but in the 
end product, a good lawn. Conse- 
quently, the lawn institute is con- 
cerned with such allied products as 
fertilizers, lawn mowers and _ herbi- 
cides, since all of these have to be 
combined with good seeds to pro- 
duce a good lawn, and, in turn, a 
satisfied customer. 

Most of the major seed firms are 
now developing a complete lawn 
product line, according to Dr. 
Schery, and are also realizing their 
responsibility for providing sound 
information for the public’s educa- 
tion about how to use these prod- 
ucts. These promotions are being 
extended with literature and adver- 
tising all the way back to the clerk 
in the garden center, so that he can 
offer not only the product but a few 
essentials of advice on the proper 
use of that product. 


Timing of Actions Important 


The most dramatic results, said 
Dr. Schery, as far as the inexperi- 
enced consumer is concerned, come 
not so much from the slight differ- 
ences in seeds or lawn varieties used, 
but from his ability to do the right 
thing at the right time. This means 
proper fertilizing, weeding, mowing 
and any other necessary cultural 
procedures. 

In surveying people’s attitudes to-

Dr. Schery explained that there is 
no one absolutely “best” grass, but 
there are many excellent ones that 
will withstand rather rigorous treat- 
ment, and that since each yard is a 
separate little environment in itself, 
selections differ from place to place. 


Essential Qualities 


Dr. Schery next outlined some of 
the basic qualities that every grass 
seed mixture should have. First, it 
should be perennial for the climate 
in which it is being used; it should 
not have to be replanted every year. 
Second, the grass produced should 
be fine textured and _ attractive. 
Third, the grass should be sod form- 
ing, in the sense that it can spread 
and fill in voids or bare areas.

necessities in preparing a soil to be 
pianted to grass, Dr. Schery said 
that many of the cultural opera- 


tions practiced are not strictly 
necessary or practical. For example, 
when existing soils are poor, it is 
his opinion that importing topsoil, 
manuring or planting cover crops to 
be plowed under are too expensive 
and time consuming. He suggests 
using the grasses themselves as soil 
builders, since each year a large pro- 
portion of the grass rootlets in the 
top several inches of soil die and 
thus contribute to organic matter. 
To increase this gradual soil im- 
provement, as well as to grow a good 
lawn, the speaker recommends mix- 
ing plenty of fertilizer, particularly 
phosphorus, in the seedbed at the 
time the soil is prepared. The best 
time for planting seeds, according to 
Dr. Schery, is in the fall, since grass 
builds its food reserves during the 
cool seasons. Any time during the 
winter or early spring is satisfactory. 
The most important thing is to get 
the grass started ahead of the hot 
weather and the summer weeds. 


Dr. Schery considers it unneces- 
sary to pulverize the soil in prepar- 
ing it for lawn seeds; a slightly 
lumpy soil is preferable to one that 
is dusty fine. Rolling is also unneces- 
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© Copyright 1960 by 
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sary, since the seed shifts down into 
cracks and crevices, and the first 
rain implants it. Stones also are 
harmless, if they are as small as one’s 
thumb. He added that the most im- 
portant thing in preparing soil for 
grass planting is to give it fertility. 
After several years, the grasses will 
begin to build up enough organic 
material so that they can re-cycle the 
nutrients for themselves, assuming 
one does not remove the clippings, 


which, ideally, should fall on moist 
soil, decompose and add organic 
matter. 
Fertilizing Soil 

In a discussion of fertilizers, Dr. 
Schery first reviewed the develop- 
ments in the uses of different kinds, 
both organics and inorganics. The 
latter are the most economical in 
price and the most powerful in pro- 
moting lawn growth. In an analysis

nitrogen is the most important nutri. 
tive element in promoting a surge 
of growth and good green color in 
grasses. In the bluegrass country, 
the speaker would recommend at 
least two pounds of actual nitrogen 
per thousand square feet, applied, 
preferably, in two applications dur- 
ing the autumn. On heavier soils, 
such as those found in Ohio, fer- 
tilizing may be done almost any- 
time during the winter, since once 
the soil temperature is down to 55 
degrees or less, the fertilizer is 
trapped. 

Dr. Schery explained that for use 
by the average homeowner a ferti- 
lizer combining the advantages of 
an organic with the power of the in- 
organics has been developed. On the 
market today there are many ex- 
cellent brand fertilizers based on a 
combination of three categories—the 
organic; the soluble, fast-acting or- 
ganic, and the slower-acting urea- 
forms. 


Dr. Schery concluded his talk 
with a series of slides depicting the 
growing and harvesting of various 
grasses. He pointed out that care- 
ful handling and selection in the 
field are highly important in obtain- 
ing good lots for seed production. 
Cultivation practices in the Pacific 
area, a little different from those in 
the midwest, were also explained. It 
was noted that the same grasses will 
give different results in different 
sections of the country, depending 
upon subtle soil differences. Various 
experimental plots were also shown 
and explained.

of the sudden death of the garden’s 
founder, Cason Callaway. Using Mr. 
Galle’s slides and theme, “Hollies 
in the South,’ William F. Kosar, 
geneticist, United States National 
Arboretum, Washington, D. C., 
served as substitute speaker. 


The slides presented an over-all 
picture of the Callaway Gardens, 
including recreational scenes. These 
were followed by a series of close- 
ups of specimen hollies at the gar- 
dens. As each was shown, Mr. Kosar 
commented on its growth, habit and 
landscape usefulness, basing his re- 
marks upon his own knowledge and 
observations. 

The various yaupons are good or- 
namentals for the south, the speaker 
noted. The newer dwarf forms are 
excellent for use where such low- 
growing plants are needed, while 
the taller, yellow-fruited types are 
striking in appearance. It is desir-

The American holly, Maryland 
Dwarf, by Earle Dilatush, Robbins- 
ville, N. J., is one of the most dis- 
tinctive of its kind. It is a true low 
grower, with a spreading habit; 
plants 10 years old will generally 
not be above two feet high. Croon- 
enberg, Savannah and Hume No. 2 
are American hollies which do well 
in the south. The yellow-berried 
hollies, being searched for by hob- 
byist Jesse D. Rankin, Salisbury, 
N. C., are an interesting group. 


Inkberry Variations 


Ilex glabra, the inkberry, is one 
of the hardiest hollies. This has 
black berries, but two forms have 
been found with white fruits. At 
least one dwarf type is known at the 
present time. Red-berried inkber- 
ries are useful landscape plants. Mr. 
Kosar explained that he hoped such 
plants might eventually be obtained 
through a breeding program involv- 
ing Ilex chinensis. The latter, a red- 
fruiting evergreen holly, has been 
used for centuries by the Chinese 
during observances of their new 
year festivals. 

Ilex cassine angustifolia is a nar- 
row-leaved form of the dahoon holly, 
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has no spines, fruits heavily and is 
found in moist areas. Yellow-berried 
types of the dahoon are especially 
attractive. The myrtle-leaved holly, 
Mr. Kosar said, is related to the 
dahoon and has one of the smallest 
leaves of the native hollies. There 
are also yellow-fruiting forms, with 
the variety lowi as a nice one. The 
twiggy character of myrtle-leaved 
holly may make it a good bonsai 
subject. 

The possum haw, Ilex decidua, is 
one of the finest of the deciduous 
hollies. It is found as far north as 
Virginia and is seemingly hardy to 


Washington, D. C. Its clustered, 
bright red berries are extremely 
handsome and showy when the 
plant has defoliated in the fall. 


Hedge Holly 


Foster’s Hybrid No. 2 is ex- 
tremely popular in the south. This 
is a cross between opaca and cas- 
sine from E. E. Foster, Bessemer, 
Ala. This heavily fruiting plant has 
nicely spined leaves and fruit small- 
er than its American parent. A 
hedge at the National Arboretum is 
uniformly four and one-half to five 
feet tall with three years’ growth

Mr. Kosar continued with Mr, 
Galle’s slides, showing a number of 
the. Chinese cornuta varieties, in- 
cluding a picture of the original 
burfordi at Atlanta, Ga. The form 
rotunda, Mr. Kosar pointed out, is 
an excellent plant for low hedges, 
stands clipping well and _ recovers 
quickly from any cutting. Up to last 
year this plant was considered to 
be sterile; last year one branch ona 
single plant in nearby Virginia was 
found to bear berries. The variety 
D’Or, with its large, yellow berries, 
is a strikingly handsome holly when 
viewed from a distance. Also shown 
was Dwarf Burford, with its low 
growth habit and smaller leaves and 
berries. 


Other Forms Shown 


Ilex latifolia has magnolialike 
leaves and is a good substitute for 
the evergreen types of magnolias. 
I. serrata, from Japan, is closely re- 
lated to the American winterberry, 
and female plants are a mass of red 
berries in the fall and early winter. 
Ilex integra makes good, blocky 
specimens. This is a compact ever- 
green holly; there are not many 
males in this country; so fruiting is 
sparse, Mr. Kosar noted. 


Ilex pubescens, an evergreen, red- 
berried holly from China and For- 
mosa, is quite rare in this country; 
it is difficult to grow from cuttings. 
The long-stalked holly, Ilex pedun- 
culosa, has pearlike leaves and fruits 
similar to small cherries borne on 
long stems. 

While showing slides illustrating a 
number of varieties of English holly, 
Mr. Kosar mentioned that some do 
not thrive in the east and south and 
that their future in these areas may 
be doubtful. The grafting of Eng- 
lish hollies on Burford stocks holds 
promise, since plants handled in this 
manner appear to do much better 
than own-root English hollies. Mr. 
Kosar ended that portion of Mr. 
Galle’s talk with slides showing the 
effects of X-ray treatments on seeds 
of various hollies. 

Mr. Kosar concluded the evening 
program showing a number of 


slides of his work at the National 
Arboretum. Included were pictures 
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of hybrid magnolias which combine 
well with hollies in landscaping. A 
male and a female hybrid of Bur- 
ford x pernyi made at the Morris 
Arboretum by Dr. Henry Skinner 
and named John T. Morris and 
Lydia Morris have an upright char- 
acter of growth that suggests their 
use as accent plants. They have just 
been released for introduction to the 
trade by the National Arboretum. 

In closing the evening program, 
Mr. Kosar showed several slides of 
male cornutas bearing berries and 
one with perfect flowers, which 
eliminates the need for including 
both sexes in plantings. 

Dr. William E. Snyder presided 
at the Friday sessions of the meet- 
ing. W. H. Throne, past president, 
Men’s Garden Clubs of America, 
officially welcomed the members to 
Asheville. 

Dr. Thomas Cannon, assistant 
professor, department of horticul- 
ture, North Carolina State College, 
Raleigh, reported results of his 
studies on the culture of container- 
grown hollies. Growing plants in 
containers, he pointed out, is not a 
new idea, but it is so to some nurs- 
erymen.

Overwintering 


Overwintering of hollies in con- 
tainers is something of a problem, 
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Shangri-La were used in an inten- 
sive 1959 study in North Carolina 
to find out how to extend the har. 
vest season by developing satisfac. 
tory handling and storage methods 
that would allow the holly orchard. 
ist to cut his crop over a longer 
period of time prior to the Christ. 
mas season. 


Results of Study 


Results showed that both the 
American and Chinese holly can be 
stored in fiberboard boxes satisfac- 
torily for two weeks at 40 degrees 
Fahrenheit. Regardless of storage 
temperature or packaging method, 
holly was undesirable for market 
after it had lost 20 per cent of its 
weight. 

American holly was stored satis- 
factorily for five weeks at 40 degrees 
F. in sealed nonperforated polyethy- 
lene bags, but leaf abscission oc- 
curred within six days with Ameri- 
can holly in sealed polyethylene 
bags at room temperature. Freezing 
cut holly at zero degrees F. for 20 
hours caused discoloration of leaves 
and fruits after return to 70 de- 
grees F. 

Mr. Kushman also noted that 
part of the problem of retaining 
quality in holly appears to be the 
control of disease organisms that 
infect the berries. 


Announces Future Meetings 


In the brief business meeting 
that followed, Secretary-treasurer 
Charles A. Young, Jr., Baltimore, 
Md., announced that the fall meet- 
ing will be held at Colonial Wil- 
liamsburg, Va., and the spring 1962 
meeting at the University of Mary- 
land, College Park, and the Na- 
tional Arboretum, Washington, 
D. C. President Snyder reported 
that steps are being taken to revise 
and publish a new holly check list. 
The morning session ended with an 
auction of holly plants, with the pro- 
ceeds going to the holly research 
fund. 

After lunch, Dr. John L. Frierson, 
Frierson’s Flowers, Columbia, S. C., 
summarized his two years of study- 
ing the chromosome numbers of 20 
species of holly in partial fulfill- 
ment of the requirements for his 
doctor’s degree. By knowing the 
chromosome numbers of the various 
hollies, one can then predict, to 
a certain extent, what will happen 
when they are hybridized. Another 
reason for their study is to deter- 
mine whether some species are ac- 
tually species or merely variants of 
somewhat similar species.
